NE of the greatest dangers to future world peace is the 
newspaper subsidized by the profiteers and the military 


clique. 


One of the reasons for the present world conflict was the, 


presence in continental Europe of newspapers financed by muni- 
tions makers and the big military establishments. The Krupps 
not only financed newspapers in Germany but in France, Russia 
and other European countries. These newspapers were used in 
the great game in which nations were used as pawns and the p*eo- 
ples plunged into the maelstron of war. The newspapers steer- 
ed public sentiment in those countries along the lines wanted by 
the military interests. They were used to arouse the feelings of 
one people in one section and to create national suspicion among 
people in another section. 


America, is facing a danger from the same source. The* 


belligerent countries at war today have common ground which 
justifies getting around a table and entering into negotiations. 
If that is the case what is holding things back? The jingo news- 
papers. Each new statement of terms on the part of diplomats 
of both sides is the occasion for big headlines in the jingo news- 
papers shouting "Insincerity," "Duplicity" and other terms. 


Why all this? Because these newspapers are serving their 


masters. Peace is not desired by the hands that feed them.

Much has been said about the use of pro-German money in 


this country in influencing public sentiment. 
That this has 


been done is true and our government has taken stern and effi- 
cient methods to offset this insidious propaganda. It should be 
dealt with an iron hand and anyone accepting money of that kind 
should feel the stern hand of the law. 


But the government should go a step further. It should be 


equally culpable for profiteers and munitions makers to be al- 
Jowed to spend millions to subsidize jingo newspapers that will 
be President Wilson's greatest handicap in arriving at an honor- 
able peace. We will make this prediction,—'that as soon as the 
president feels that he has arrived at a point where he can honor- 
ably entertain proposals from the belligerent countries and is! 


^willing to go into a peace council that there will be a wail arise1 


from the jingo newspapers over the country that will bring more 
embarrassment to him than any other consideration. 


Who engineered the campaign against Secretary Baker? 


The jingo newspapers. Why? Because Baker is opposed to 
universal military service. We are being told that this is a war' 
to end all war. And yet in the midst of this war the profiteers 
and the military clique are endeavoring to fasten a huge military 
establishment on this country. 


The American people are coming more and more to have but 


little confidence in the rank and file of newspapers. They feel 
ihat the newspapers do not represent them but represent their 
masters. 


WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


Russia's delegates at Brest-Litovsk have halted the 


German invasion of Great Russia by agreeing to the peace 
terms offered Feb. 21. Peace was made, they report to the. 
Bolaheviki government, because every day of delay meant 
more demands by the Germans. Added provisions require 
the Russians not only to retire from Turkey's Asiatic prov- 
inces, but also from territory hi the regions of Kara, Batoum 
and Karabagh, taken from the Turks during past wars. 


Berlin also announces the signing of peace terms and 


the cessation of "operations. When the German forward 
movement halted the invaders were at Narva, 100 miles 
west of Petrograd, and approaching Luga, 88 miles south- 
west. The greater part of the Ukraine also has been cleared 
of the Bolsheviki. Much war material and more than 63,- 
000 prisoners have been captured by the Germans in the 
Russian campaign. 


Germany apparently is determined to give the Bolshe- 


viki but a narrow strip along the Gulf of Finland and at the 
request of the Finnish government is to undertake the ex- 
pulsion of the Finnish revolutionists and BolsheviM Red 
Guards from southern Finland. With Eslhonia under Ger- 
man control and Finland freed from Bolshevik! sway, the 
Bolsheviki will have less than 200 miles of coast line along 
the Finnish gulf. German troops already have landed on 
the Aland islands at the entrance to the Gulf of Bothnia and 
will make the islands the base of their operations in support 
of the Finnish government. Germany has assured Sweden 
that she has no territorial interest in the Aland islands. 


On the western front the Germans are becoming more 


active. Their raiding operations have increased in scope 
and are approaching the size of planned attacks. The at- 
tacks on the American sector, against the French hi Cham- 
pagne and elsewhere, and against the British lines were in 
greater strength last week than has been usual heretofore. 
The enemy artillery fire also is increasing on all the fronts. 
Except in Flanders the weather has been more favorable 
to military' operations and the heralded German blow or 
blows may be made soon. 


American officers and privates who distinguished them- 


selves in the repulse of the German attack northwest of 
Toul last week have been decorated by the French govern- 
ment, war crosses being given the men in the presence of 
Premier Clemenceau. While visiting the American sector 
Saturday the French premier went into the front lines 
trenches, inspected 'the hospitals, talked with officers and 
men, and returned to Paris satisfied that the Americans 
were able to hold their own against the common enemy.

Those who arc fortunate enough to 


own or rent a place to live in which 
has a back yard should 
utilize every 


available inch 
of space 
in 
growing 


something to eat. It 
is simply; sur- 


prising how many vegetables can ' be 
raised on a space fifty feet square if 
the ground is properly prepared, plant- 
ed and taken care of. And, too, the 
hack yard can be turned to proiit by 
keeping a few hens thereon. The space 
available for this purpose should not 
be overcrowded. 
Overcrowding is 
r. 


bad mistake, but no back yard is too 
small but what at least a half dozen 
hens can be profitably kept thereon. 


A half dozen hens of some well es- 


tablished standard variety -will lay at 
the least calculation seventy-two doz- 
en eggs a year and these arc equal to 
144 pounds of beefsteak in 
nutritive 


value, costing §43.20, figuring the steak 
at thirty cents per pound, while 'he 
eggs would not cost over $9, figuring 
the cost of production even at the pres- 
ent cost of poultry feeds, and if table 
scraps are given the hens which in a 
majority of cases with most families 
are sufficient to keep at least half 
a 


dozen hens well fed the cost of produc- 
ing the seventy-two dozen eggs wouM 
be reduced practically to nothing. 
It 


is entirely safe to figure that 
table 


scraps and other available waste which 
might be otherwise lost entirely, ex- 
cept it is fed to the hens, would re- 
duce the cost of the eggs at the very 
lowest calculation one-third 
and 
in 


most cases very much more than this. 


Suppose the cost of maintenance and 


feed for a half dozen hens were dou- 
ble the figure:! given above or at tl>5 
rate of $2 per hen. Even at this there 
would be a food value of 531.30 repre- 
sented in the net profit on a half doze'i 
hens over and above all expenses. 


It has been said with a fair degree 


of judgment and most likely ba,se 1 
upon the actual chemical analysis of 
the nutritive value of eggs as compar- 
ed 
with that of beefsteak 
that egirs 


even at scvcnty-iive cents per 
dozen 


are cheaper than beefstead at thirty 
cents per pound. 
It is conservative 


however to say that eggs at sixty cents 
per dozen are cheaper than beefsteak. 


Every family who havis room in their 


back yai-d to set a coop six by eight 


feet in size, which is large er.c 
keep a half dozen hens in, shou 
it not only a duty to their imn 
family to do so, but a duty t< 
nation now in war and which t 
its officials at Washington is tr; 
urge every man, woman and c: 
conserve living commodities an 
help to win the war. Now is th 
to act and do not forget that i 
no more to keep a good standai 
stock than it does a poor and • 
suits will be far more pleasing 
end.
